West Railroad stieet neigh- 
bors, recounted for Justice of the 
Peace John C. Shealer and more 
than a score of cuiious who crowded 
the justice's office, the two-round 
battle at their homes on Monday 
evening which resulted in the arrest 
of both of the principals on assault 
counts 


Mis. Carrie Showers freely admit- 


ted having thrown "everything there 
wa<- to send" at McLaughlin who had 
called hei unpleasant names from 
his adjoining back yard. Under cross- 
examination by D. S Teeter, Esq, 
counsel for McLaughlm, she listed 
the objects she threw in this order: 
A hall a brick, a stone, a stick of 
wood, another stick, a garbage bucket 
and a beei bottle. "Some hit him 
and some didn't," Mrs. Showers re- 
ported, but said she was sure she 
had scored with the bottle. 


Cause of Trouble 


The trouble started, both sides 


agreed, when McLaughlm swung or 
thien- his ccat at Mrs. Showers' dog 
winch had come trirough. a fence into 
the McLaughlm yard. There were 


reports of the exact words 


Mrs Showers used to tell McLaugh- 
lm: "If you don't want the dog over 
there, help to fix the fence " Opin- 
ions of witnesses differed on the 
woids McLaughlin used in his reply, 
which Mrs. Showers admitted had 
piecip.tated the shower of missiles. 
McLaughlm dodged as best he could 
but urgea her to throw "everything 
you've got," witnesses agreed. 


At the suggestion of members of 


the McLaughlin family Mrs. Show- 
eis withdrew from the scene alter 
scoring- a hit with the bottle. Mc- 
Laughlin continued his "ravings" and 
1111 ited her out front Mis. Showers 
testified. She- finally went out her 
fiont door and she and McLaughlin 
iiitt again 
Mis Showers said that 


after a blow on the face from her 
neignbor, she hit him and knocked 
him down, but was pulled down on 
top of him. and continued to land 
blows on his face and ribs until he 
released her or they w ere separated. 
When both were on their feet again, 
McLaughlm swung his fist at her 
and she downed him once more end- 
ing the fight Mrs Showers stated. 


Both Held tor Grand Jury 


Accoiding to McLaughlm there 


was a mutual exchange of unpleas- 
antnes in the back said befoie and 
duimgr the shower of objects from 
the Showers yard 
The blow on the 


face from the beer bottle so dazed 
him, McLaughlin said, that he was 
uncertain about details of the sec- 
ond encounter at the front of the 
house but- he hold to the belief that 
Mrs. ShOAeis pushed him first be- 
foie lie landed a blow. The next 
thing he remembers is the appear- 
ance of Chief of Police Lloyd E. Wis- 
ler at the McLaughlm home with a 
variant for his arrest, McLaughlin 
testified.
